The washing of Valuable china needs 


to be carried out very cautiously and 
carefully. 
A big wooden howl, filled 


with warm soapsuds, t*T -which a few 
drops ot household ammonia have 
been added, should bo prepared, and 
each piece of china washed separately 
in this, using a square of old flannel 
for plain pieces and a soft brush for 
elaborately ornamental articles. Rinse 
In another wooden bowl of clear, warm 
water and dry with linen cloths. Wash 
the pretty, new table china yourself 
In the dining room. Have a pan of hot 
water, some soap, a moj> and towels 
In tlie dining room after the meal Is 
over, and there wash the china. Put 
them in their places Immediately 
afterward and you will not find the 
work a tax. 
To prevent fine china 


plates breaking, put a thickness of 
blotting paper between them. 
This 


may bo bought in large sheets and out 
Into rounds which are largo enough to 
prevent due plate from marring the 
decoration of another. 


Porcelain ware can be mended with 


ordinary putty mixed with oil. Work 
a small particle into the worn place, 
set it aside far several days and food 
con be cooked in the vessel without 
danger of a putty taste.

cement for broken china Is made by 
stirring plaster of parls iutq a thick 
solution of gum arable until It becomes 
'a viscous paste.

of milk; dissolve two tablespoons of 
coniuiarch tn a llt'tla milk and add to 
the boiling milk. 
Let cool for a few 


moments, remove from the fire and 
then put in two well-beaten eggs while 
the mixture Is still hot. Some cook tho 
epgs In the filling, but it is nbt neces- 
sary if the eggs are put into the cream 
while hot.

large-measure, to the fact that public speakers of the most 
radical'and:dangerous sort are .allowed.to spread their doc- 
trines jbroadcast with little or no •interference on the part ol 
the law,.but what has already been-experienced is as nothing 
to what may be expected if the license that masquerades m the 
nanie of liberty is permitted to-continue. 
_ 


By degrees the publjc lias-become so familiar with inflam- 


matory utterances that it apparently does not fully sense the 
danger that lies behind them. But when the 1. W. W. and 
other violent agitators are allowed to work mobs of ignorant 
people into a frenzy, as they are constantly, doing in various 
parts of the country, there is trouble in store and the lime is 
bound to come when the public that permits this will have lo 
pay the penalty. The public, no less than an individual, that 


• sows the wind or stands idly by and permits it to be sown 


must reap the whirlwind. This is in accord with an ancient 
law that has never been "repealed qnd'.never will be. 


Consider the demonstration made in New York a few days 


ago by I. W. W. and anarchist leader's and their followers. 
They assembled ostensibly to protest against conditions in the 
Colorado coal lields, and while the mass meeting was in 
progress in a public square', well guarded by police, a "mourn- 
ing patrol," composed of men and wo'men, marched back and 
forth in front of the office of John. D. Rockefeller, Jr., with 
mourning bands on their.arms, this demonstration being de- 
signed to signify that Mr. Rockefeller was responsible lor the 
wholesale taking of life in Colorado. Such acts are calculated 
to inflame the irresponsible to the danger point. Rockefeller 
was denounced in public speech, and in the gathering was one 
young woman who had threatened lo.ishoot him, and who re- 
peated her threat when asked if s)ie had made such a state- 
ment.

This sort of thing should be slopped. 
Free speech is a 


sacred privilege, but it is dangerous to permit it to be distorted 
into incendiarism. There is law against the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons, but there is more real danger in one ot these 
unbridled and inflammatory harangues than in a whole bat- 
tery of revolvers. It is time for'(he people of this country lo 
wajje up-to this fact and to teach-Uie 
;dangerous agitators that
